Dr. Marshall D. Ewell Causes Ar- 
rest of Grant Newell. 


BOTH ARE LAW PROFESSORS. 


Uttering of False Papers on Two Oeca- 
sions Alleged. 


Years of leniency for a friend who had 
betrayed a trust ended abruptly yesterday 
when. Marshall D. Ewell, handwriting ex- 
pert and former president of the Chicago 
Kent College of Law, announced that Grant 
Newell, an attorney and faculty member 
of the same college, had perpetrated a sec- 
ond betrayal of trust in committing forgery. 
Newell was arrested and his friend of many 
years was the complainant. The first of- 
fense, for which the arrest was made, was 
committed in 1890. 

By a coincidence, Dr. Ewell, who is one of 
the recognized authorities in the country, 
was called upon to decile the validity of a sig- 
nature on a trust deed.sold by Newell. His 
alleged discovery that the signature was a 
forgery and that Newell was responsible for 
it eaused him to question the pleas and peni- 
tence of the friend who, he alleges, swindled 
him out of $1,000, c 


Charge Denied by Newell. 


Mr. Newell is 40 years old and resides at 
3290 Beaton street. ‘A member of the Chi- 
cago bar for many years, he has lectured for 
years in the Kent college, also acting as a 
clerk in the offices of ex-Judge Russell M. 
Wing: Mr. Newell denies the forgery 
charges, and says the trouble has ‘arisen 
over a debt he owes Ewell. 

In obtaining the Warrants before Justice 
Sheldon Dr. Ewell said Newell appealed to 
him in 1890 for $1,000 to replace a like amount 
intrusted to him for investment. The money 
was given him, and as security, Dr. Eweil 
says, he received a trust deed and recorder's 
certificate bearing the signatures of the coun- 
ty recorder and an official of the Title and 
Trust company. : 

An aceompanying abstract bore the signa- 


| ture of James A. Sanders, said to be a myth- 


ical name. Some time later Dr. Ewell had 
occasion to examine the papers, and he says 
he found they were forgeries, The abstract 
is said to have been a Gopy of one on file in 
the recorder’s oe, m which the transfers 
of the property were traced from the date of 
the government grant: until 1888. This and 
a promissory note made payable to James 
A. Sanders,” which was the final name on 
the abstract, were given to Ewell as security. 
Action Delayed Many Years. 

When examination proved the papers 
worthless Dr. well is said to have accubed 
his friend of forgery. Then, he declares, 
Newell confessed and begged to be protected 
from prosecution, promising: to pay the 
amount as soon as possible. Porhier friend- 
ship influenced Dr. Ewell, he asserted, and 
for years he took no action in the matter. 

A trust deed for the same piece of property 
covered by the original abstract is said to 
have been given in 1898 to Clarence Phila- 
baum as security on a loan. On the back 
of the instrument à recorder's certificate 
was flied but. A combination of circim- 
e rata urd e Secures . to 
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Dr. Ewell last wey to determine its gen- 
uineness, 

Satisfied that. a second forgery had been 
committed, Dr. Ewell declares, he questioned 
Newell and later caused his arrest on two 
charges of forgery. The prisoner was re- 
leased on bonds of $3,000. The preliminary 
hearing will be in the court of Justice Shel- 
don Sept.t 26. 7 


Admits Owing Ewell Money. 

“The whole thing is a personal difficulty 
between me and Dr. Ewell,” said Mr. Newell. 
“TI borrowed $1,650 of Dr. Ewell in 1898 and 
have been paying back year by year until now 
I owe him only $500. He holds no forged 
note whatever. The note referred to was 
made payable to other parfies and was signed 
by me. He holds no note of mine. 

T cannot understand why Dr. Ewell has 
turned against me. We had been the closest 
of friends for years. He shall have his money 
in a few days.“

DRIVER REFUSES TO STOP.

As the touring 
car was almost around the curve, two men, 
holding revolvers and flashing a dark lantern 
on the occupants of the machine, jumped 
into the road and ordered tt to halt.

Lessons from Japanese. 


Lessons for the west were drawn from the 
ethics and life of the victorious Japanese by 
. G. Greenleaf, president of the Chicago 
speiety, in the closing lecture before the 
Theosophical convention last evening. The 
national convention ended its sessions in 
Steinway hall. 

Mr. Greenleaf’s subject was ‘‘ Social Evo- 
fution.”” The development of the western 
nations since the fall of the Roman empire, 
he said, had been ethical and practical rather 
than intellectual.

It was given, in the ne against

old Austin ordinances when ance a saloon 
proprietor secured the necessary signatures 
to open a saloon in this local option terri- 
tory he never would be compelled to secure 
a renewal so long as he wished to conduct a 
saloon inthat particular spot. 


Holds Renewal Is Unnecessary. 
No matter to what degree the. population 
about his saloon changed character, the orig- 
inal signers of the petition bound all their 
successors in the locality to acceptance of the 
saloon. Residents in the district who have 
been fighting the saloons insisted that the 
signatures should be secured every year, 
thus giving the people of a block a chance 
every year to say Whether they wanted a 

saloon in their immediate neighborhood. 
City Collector. Traeger had been requested 
to refuse a renewal of license to some of the 
saloons, because an investigation had proved 


that the signers of their petitions had moved 


away or were dead and the present residents 
had not signed. 

Col. Lewis instructed Mr. Traeger that the 
signatures, once obtained, were valid so long 
as the same proprietor wished to run his 
business in the same place. 


Opinion Stirs Hyde Park. 

This opinion not only stirred the Austin 
local option advocates to a point where they 
threaten court proceedings to enjoin the is- 
suance of the licenses and test the corpora- 
tion counsel's ruling, but it also disquieted 
Hyde Park and other local option territories. 

Col. Lewis then explained that his opinion 
in the Austin matter was local and was based 
on conditions prevailing before annexation. 
He asserted that it had been the law estab- 
lished by the town ordinance not to demand 
renewals and that this ordinance was effect- 
ive now as applying to this particular local- 
ity, such laws being specifically retained by 
the cities and villages act. 

Allays Hyde Park Advocates. 

He allayed the fears of Hyde Park tem- 
perance advocates by saying that their local 
ordinances continued to govern. Before this 
restriction of the opinion was known Arthur 
Burrage Farwell, speaking for the Hyde Park 
Protective association, had announced the 
confidence of that society in their ability to 
get along with a Supreme court decision up- 
holding them, Col. Lewis to the contrary not- 
withstanding.

Ideal Witnesses Against Lines. 

It was said at the department of justice 
today that the plea of guilty by the packers 
of having attempted to secure rebates from 
railroads and their subsequent conviction 
and fine under the law would, if it were de- 
sired, render them the best kind of witnesses 
against the railroads, They cannot plead 
that they would be put in jeopardy on account 
of their testimony because they already will 
have been convicted and fined for the offense 
against the federal law concerning which 
they may have testified. 

Under the Elkins law neither railroads nor 
individual owners and operators of lines 
can be proceeded against under any statute 
which has imprisonment as its penalty. 

All imprisonment for giving or receiving 
of rebates specifically was abolished by the 
Elkins law itself, but fines which may be 
imposed under that statgte run as high as 
$20,000 for each offense, and it generally has 
beef held by the courts that each separate 


ent date is a different offense, and renders 
the railroad and individual! liable to a sepa- 
rate fine of the large maximum stated. 


Undoubtedly Will Heed Warning. 


Although Mr. Elkins carefully provided 
for the abolition of imprisonment as penalty 
for all violations of the interstate commerce 
law, whether before or after the enactment 
of the statute to which his name is at- 
tached, provisions as to cumulative fines 
are much more stringent than were con- 
tained in the law of which Senator Cullom 
was the father. 

For these reasons it was said at the de- 
partment of justice today, as well as at the 
interstate commerce commission, that pleas 
of guilty at Chicago and the subsequent 
conviction and fine of members of the great 
packing firm would do more than anything 
else which yet has happened to put an end 
to discrimination on the part of the rail- 
roads and to induce them to join with the 
administration in ‘securing the satisfactory 
modification of the interstate commerce law.

AUDUBON BOY PACES IN 1:59 1-4 


Record Made by Star Pointer with Bun- 
ner Alongside Equaled at Read- 
ville—May Meet Dan Patch. 


Readville. Mass., Sept. 22.-More than 3,000 en- 
thusiastic followers of harness racing saw Audu- 
bon Boy pace one of the most wonderful miles ever 
made under adverse conditions, at the Readville 
track today. His time for the mile was 1:59%, 
equaling the record made by Star Pointer seven 
years ago. Audubon Boy started to beat 2:00%. 

Weather conditions favored record time, Dut the 
pretracted rains earlier in the week left the track 
heavy. The assistance of a pacemaker was use- 
less, Audubon Boy having distanced his pacemaker 
before the half mile post was reached. 

In making the trial for the record James T. Gat- 
comb, owner of the chestnut stallion, refused to use 
a wind shield or to have a running horse draw a 
cart with canvas attached between the wheels in 
the lead during the mile, preferring to make the at- 

“tempt in the same way that Star Pointer gained the 
world’s record of 1:59% at the Readvilie track seven 
years ago. This is the present record with the 
runner or pacemaker going alongside. Dan Patch. 
in 1902, paced a mile at Readville in 1:59% under 
similar conditions, but as he went to beat that time 
it was recorded as 4 losing performance. Since then 
Dan Patch has gained a record of 1:56, but this 
mark was made with a running horse in the lead. 

Audubon Boy's first quarter was made in :29, 
and the next in :28%. making the time for the halt 
mile r., The third quarter was reached in 
1:27%. Gatcornb took :31% coming to the wire. 
making the time for the mile 1:59. just equaling 
Star Pointer's time, and giving Audubon Boy that 
mark inasmuch as his attempt was for the pur-’ 
pose of beating 2:00. yp 

As a result of Audubon Boy’s performance today, 
a match between the esst and west is considered 
probable, Audubon Boy representing the east and 
Dan Patch the west. It is said that M. W. Savage. 
owner of Dan Patch, will agree to a match of speed 
at Memphis, Tenn., next month, as Gatcomb is 
anxious for a race. 

Sweet Marie failed in an attempt to beat 2:04%. 
The remainder of the program consisted of several 
minor races. Axtelle gained a new record of

- PROFESSION OF ‘ere HURT. 

Mr. Theodere Waters has been contribut- 
ing to Pearson's Magazine a series of ar- 
ticles on. The Profession of Getting Hurt.” 
The facts he presents are remarkable. He 
shows that in the United States there are 
thousands of people who are getting an easy 
and fairly comfortable living by suing mu- 
nieipalities, corporations, and individual 
business men for damages for personal in- 
juries which have not been sustained. A 
Marceline (Mo.) man has confessed that 
he thrust ‘his leg under a ral way train and 
let it be taken off. In most cases, however, 
the injuries complained of are either grossly 
exaggerated or wholly fictitious. 

The profession of getting hurt is practiced 
nowhere so extensively and successfully as 
in Chicago. On Jan. 1, 1905, there were 
2,610 personal injury suits for sums aggre- 
gating $34,475,000 pending against the city 
of Chicago. A year before there were 2,876, 
The reduction in their number was due to 
City Attorney Smulskl. Mr. Waters at- 
tributes the extraordinary number of per- 
sonal injury suits against this municipality 
largely to the provision of the constitution 
of Winois, which limits the bonded indebt- 
edness it may incur to 5 per cent of the as- 
sessed valuation of the property within its 
boundaries. The city, because of this pro- 
vision, can. ‘-berrow only about as much 
money as Jersey City, which has one-tenth 
of its population, and only about one-twen- 
tieth as much as New York. In conse- 
quence it never has enough funds to keep 
bridges; streets, pavements, sidewalks, etc., 
in proper repair. The board sidewalks,

SEES ANCLO- AMERICAN 
ARBITRATION TREATY, 


Samuel R. Thayer, at Anti- War Con- 
ference at Lucerne, Declares Sych 
Agreement Would Lead to 


World's Disarmament. 


LUCERNE, Switzerland, Sept. 22.—The near 
completion of an arbitration treaty between 
America and England and a criticism of The 
Hague decision in the Venezuelan affair were 
the features of an address by Samuel R. 
Thayer before the international peace confer- 
ence here. 

Referring to the arbitration conference at 


Washington, D. C., two years ago Mr. Thayer 


sald: 

“Tt was felt that the peculiar and often 
complex business relations between America 
and England, also that certain affinities of 
speech, literature, of institutions, common 
traditions, etc., and beside this, the fact that 
the most powerful and self-supporting col- 
ony of the mother country was coterminus 
with our own territory extending from the 
Atlantic to the Pacific, all made it in every 
way desirable that the nations should arrive 
at some common understanding for the peace- 
ful disposition of any question which might 
arise between them in the future. 


— 

It is almost needless to say that the senti- 
ment of the conference was unanimously in 
favor of immediate action in this direction. 
Reports from ‘the leading centers of in- 
fluence throughout the country were so favor- 
able as well as the sentiment in Washington, 
both in and out of congress, as to produce 
the conviction that the time is not far dis- 
tant when a treaty of the nature of the one 
In question will be formulated on lines that 
will be acceptable to the senate and the coun- 
try. It is believed, also, that should a treaty 
of this character be adopted between Great 
Britain and the United States it will be fol- 
lowed by treaties of like character with other 
countries, and so open the way for a speedy 
realization of the hopes of the founders of 
The Hague treaty—viz.: general disarma- 
ment throughout the world. 

— 

“The utterly erroneous and perfectly inde- 
fensible decision of The Hague tribunal in 
the Venezuela matter whereby, in a court of 
equity, preferential rights are accorded to 
England and Germany over the United States 
and other powers has awakened the disap- 
proval, if not the condemnation, of the 
friends of arbitration everywhere. That a 
premium should be bestowed upon the powers 
in question for putting in jeopardy. the 
existence of a weak power over a matter 
which public opinion finally compelled these 
same powers to submit to a third party for 
determination has done much to unsettle 
the confidence of the public in the usefulness 
of that tribunal as well as the equity of its 
judgments. 

—— 

That this mischievous deliverance may not 
remain as a precedent to embarrass in the 
future it behooves the friends of arbitration 
everywhere to pronounce against it through 
an organized public opinion of such force as 
to bring about a speedy revocation of that un- 
just judgment.”

beauty. 

Venezuela neturally complained that the 
company had not fulfilled its contract and, 
when it transpired that protests bore no 
fruit, proceeded through the courts to cancel 
a contract of which it was so obviously the 
victim, 

~~ 
Justified by : 
venezuela had other grievances againgt this 
concern—one or two even more serious—but 
this is enough for all purposes of illustra- 
tion. The concession has been revoked at 
all events, thé company turned out of doors, 
and even the prospect of France's diplomatic 
representative withdrawing his countenance 
from Caracas has not disturbed Mr. Cas- 
tro’s equanimity in the least. 

As regards the United States, Venezuela 
has not only revoked the charter of the 
asphalt trust but now invades New York 
and hales into their own courts the officials 
of that once haughty aprporation, in pur- 
suance of accusations almost criminal in their 
nature. 

The testimony taken before United States 
Commissioner Alezander during the last few 
days may not have startied those who have 
been aware of the facts all along, but it must 
assuredly have pained and disconcerted Pres- 
ident Roosevelt, who. up to a recent date, 
has implicitly believed the assertions of his 
friends, Gen. Francis V. Greene, Avery D. 
Andrews, and Prof, John Bassett Moore, to 
say nothing of “ high officials " of the state 
department.
